In one of our recent articles we refer- 
red to. a meeting which the special com- 
missioner of the UNIRE, at present our 
highest racing body. held at Florence with 
representatives of breeders’ and owners’ 
associations. The meeting was held to 
discuss the most important matters con- 
fronting racing in the immediate future. 
and now that the results of the session 
have been disclosed, we think we were 
right in attributing the utmost importance 
to the conference. 

Main topic of discussion was “track 
companies. percentages, and purse allo- 
cation.” The issues involved may be of 
interest in America, though we suppose 
the main factors are quite far removed 
from the purview of the American horse- 
man. Fundamentally. the matter goes 
back to the alternative between free enter- 
prise and controlled economy. a choice our 
country is facing today. and an important 
question in other countries, perhaps. It 
might turn out to be an indirect experi- 
ence for countries where the dilemma has 
not been seriously faced so far. 


The UNIRE Takes Charge 


We have already explained that betting 
at the race tracks isn’t controlled by the 

track managements. The UNIRE took 
charge in 1942 and has been handling the 
situation ever since. From the total sur- 
plus, after taxes have been deducted, a 
percentage is left to the tracks for ex- 
penses and improvements. This percent- 
age is not uniform, but is graduated ac- 
For 
instance, the tracks get 15 per cent of the 
money obtained from winning pools, 10 per 
cent from place pools, 18 per cent from 
coupled bets, and so on. Track officials 
all over the country have been complaining 
that these percentages are not enough to 
cover expenses, but

Stable owners were pleased at the clear- 
cut proposals, but it turned out that they 
were more gratified at being consulted 
than for any practical outcome from the 
discussion, 

At this point it will be well to differen- 
tiate between harness racing and Thor- 
oughbred racing in Italy, and it is desir- 
able to present a picture of the harness 
racing situation. This magazine is not 
concerned with Standardbred horses, of 
course, but if the position of Italian own- 
ers of Thoroughbreds is to be understood, 
harness racing must be considered. 


Starved In Infancy 


Trotting races in this country are much 
newer than Thoroughbred races. We had 
grass tracks more than a hundred years 
ago. but trotters were not introduced un- 
til the beginning of the present century. 
Trotting races were for a long time sub- 
ordinate to running races, and until a few 
years ago had lived a very poor and limited 
life. Two of the biggest track companies 
in Italy—at Milan and Naples—are con- 
cerned with both Thoroughbreds and trot- 
ters, having control of the tracks used by 
both sports, and they have supported Thor- 


oughbred racing with every _ possible 
means. But the trotting people eventually 


did find a way to escape from their sec- 
ondary role. They have opened a Stud 
Book and have established that a horse, 
even if both his parents are not registered. 
can enter the book if he qualifies accord- 
ing to a certain time standard. In other 
words, if he “gets a record.”

Their owners had the 
chance to use the horses in their regular 
work. and make some extra money through 
racing. Farmers, in breeding horses for 
their personal purposes, began to see the 
possibility of racing those animals pos- 
sessing more than average speed. 

Fields in harness racing doubled and 
tripled. arousing the interest of a lot of 
people who up to that time had been un- 
concerned about racing. The bettors also 
had a chance to win more money. Track 
companies were forced to open the gates 
of trotting tracks three and four times a 
week. and a network of small tracks 
spread over Italy. 


Speed From America 


Outstanding American horses were pur- 
chased for racing and breeding, and they 
improved our stock so that the average 
Italian time for a kilometer was lowered 
from 1:25 to 1:18 in about 15 years. Trot- 
ting soon became a self-sufficient sport at 
a time when the Thoroughbred industry 
was facing crises in quality and capital. 
The war gave a final blow, so that today 
the UNIRE collects millions of lire from 
harness racing, and loses almost as much 
trying to support Thoroughbred racing.

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The Jockey Club Elects to Defend 


A° a result of articles written by Col. Fred L. Hamilton, 
chief of the Remount Service of the United States 
Army, The Jockey Club released for publication last week 
a statement of the reasons for its refusal to honor the appli- 
cation for registration of a considerable number of horses 
imported from Germany after the war. 

After giving its reasons it restated a paragraph from the 
resolution of September 2, through which the refusal of 


registration was announced: 


At some future time, if conditions are then 
satisfactory to the Stewards of The Jockey Club, 
a study will be made to see whether the situation 
has reconstituted itself to such an extent that the 
German Stud Book can be again recognized on 
the lines on which it was recognized before the 
war. 

This statement may be interpreted differently by differ- 
ent persons. Some may think that it suggests an intention 
to reconsider the Remount case when certain technical de- 
tails have been accounted for. Perhaps it does. However, 
it lacks a great deal of saying so. It seems to affirm only 
the general principle that permanent disbarment of a stud 
book is not part of the penalty for losing a war. 

The note that The Jockey Club reserves the privilege 
of again recognizing the German Stud Book “on the lines 
on which it was recognized before the war” should be in- 
terpreted carefully. “The word recognize as used here, as 
far as we knew, is not meant in the sense that it carries 
when we say that we recognize the General Stud Book, or 
that the General Stud Book does not recognize ours. 

In this latter sense we do not recognize the German 
Stud Book at all, except insofar as its individuals trace back 
in all crosses to sources recorded in the English or American 
books. ‘That is the reason for the qualifying clause in the 
statement quoted above: “on the lines on which it was 
recognized before the war.’ We are not sufficiently con- 
Versant with the German book to know whether or to what 
extent it includes unrecognized strains. It does include, of 
course, American strains not recognized in England. 

At any rate, the stewards of The Jockey Club, at their 
meeting on September 2, took an extraordinary step. ‘They 
ruled that the whole of the German Stud Book “would not 


be recognized for the present.” We are not familiar with 
the histories of the world’s Thoroughbred stud books, but, 
as far as our small knowledge reaches, this is an unprecedent- 
ed action. 

Even if Colonel Hamilton were able to clear all technical 
hurdles he would still have no case. The Jockey Club has 
ruled that German Thoroughbreds are not ‘Thoroughbreds. 
It has not yet made an announcement with regard to the 
Italian Stud Book, which could easily be barred, if the 
stewards elect, on the basis of the same doctrine, that the 
word of a defeated enemy is not acceptable. 

In view of the fact that the American Stud Book is 
now bidding for wider recognition, these developments will 
be watched with great interest by the stud book authorities 
of other countries. It is a difficult situation, requiring all 
the wisdom and tact that can be mustered. 

It does not, for instance, appear likely that Italy would 
consider recognizing the American book at a time when 
the whole of the Italian book has been barred by the Ameri- 
can. “The Jockey Club here has given no specific indication 
that it proposes to exclude Italian horses en masse, but it has 
propounded a doctrine which would seem to exclude them. 
If it accepts them it must refine its word-of-an-enemy doc- 
trine to show where the line is. This can be done, perhaps, 
by assuming that Italy was an ally instead of an enemy, but 
the decision in such case will have to be considered as more 
or less arbitrary. 

It will be noted with gratification that The Jockey Club 
has chosen to make public defense of its position, and to set 
forth its reasons in some detail. In the past, whenever its 
actions were criticized, it has resisted most temptations to 
do so. We can all understand and sympathize with this 
attitude; it is not at all in keeping with the essential and 
necessary dignity of the organization which has been the 
core of the American Turf to grapple its adversary and roll 
on the floor in the flailing heat of public controversy. 

On the other hand, it is the very dignity of The Jockey 
Club, and its apparent aloofness from open consultation with 
the public, which has given it, in many cases, a most un- 
sympathetic—and in some cases a downright insulting— 
press. 

This choice, between dignity and defense, is also diffi- 
cult. For ourselves, we applaud the decision to defend.

We Fix Everything 


New YorK 

Even after a month there is consider- 
able local indignation here because several 
citizens, feeling that a life of adventure 
was too trying. attempted to fix a football 
game. There seems to be no evidence that 
they did fix it—and persons who attended 
the game assure me that everybody con- 
cerned seemed to be giving the old pro- 
fessional try all the way—but by a coinci- 
dence the score came out the way the fix- 
ers wanted it. Just a few weeks later came 
a slight burble from the West Coast be- 
cause two athletes. having had their char- 
acter built morally, physically, and spirit- 
ually by football. had played in an import- 
ant game as “ringers” under assumed 
names. Various persons have expressed 
themselves publicly as being opposed to 
dishonesty. and there is now agitation to 
draw up a bill making it a felony to at- 
tempt to rig up a “fix” in any sport. 

This is all very fine and has the best 
wishes of this corner. “Any” is of course 
a distributed term, but when the forces of 
virtue get to talking they mention football. 
baseball. basketball, boxing. and even 
pole. This tourist saw one polo game last 
year that he thought might have been im- 
proved upon, but after all it was a sort of 
“white” deception, and it cannot be im- 
agined that anybody was betting on it. 
But nowhere has there been any mention 
of racing. 

Now a “fix” is bad anywhere. except in 
wrestling. which would have perished with- 
out some such supervision. Perhaps it is 
not even fair to say wrestling was fixed; 
it was merely turned into vaudeville. But 
the idea of cracking down on “fixes” is to 
protect the public, and it seems from the 
sidelines that that portion of the public 
which goes out daily from early April to 
mid-November and duly lays down its 
millions in a manner authorized by law 
and to the great profit of the state and 
municipality, is at least as deserving of 
protection as the portion which bets, ex- 
tra-legally, and without gain to anyone ex- 
cept the bookmakers. Yet racing is left 
to do its own policing, with very little as- 
sistance from the properly constituted 
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forces of law and order. It doesn’t seem 
too much to claim a little protection in re- 
turn for the more than $100.000.000 which 


racing pays in taxes. 


A Thought on Sales 


When the Virginia Horsemen’s Associ- 
ation was formed some years before the 
war, it was immediately predicted that it 
would start a horse magazine. The ofh- 
cers said positively no. Well, the first 
three issues of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Vews have been duly received. and if this 
doesn't constitute a magazine, it’s teetering 
on the edge. However. it’s none of this 
operative’s business, in addition to being 
quite interesting in spots. 

One of the spots, in the first issue, was 
a comparison of the prices received for the 
get of 41 stallions which had foals at both 
the Keeneland and the Saratoga sales. The 
average for their collective get at Keene- 
land was $9,520. and at Saratoga it was 
$10,636, from which the conclusion is 
reached that the Saratoga market was 
nearly 12 per cent higher than that at Lex- 
ington. 

This is all right, too. though it seems a 
curious thing to advertise. When you turn 
it inside out, it means that buyers, if you 
can trust this comparison, can get the same 
quality of stock at 12 per cent less at 
Keeneland than they have to pay at Sara- 
toga. That comes to a pretty penny in 
these days of high yearling prices. and 
no doubt the Breeders Sales Company at 
Keeneland hopes that buyers will take due 
note of the condition. You don’t, ordin- 
arily, attract buyers by informing them 
that they have to pay more at your shop 
than at another one. 


The Percentage Still Works 


Returns from the first days at Hialeah 
Park, and to some extent for the meeting 
at Tropical as well, suggest that Florida 
has overplayed itself in racing taxes, as 
was suggested here before. Santa Anita 
figures to run ahead of Hialeah because it 
has a much larger population to draw on, 
and one which has become interested in 


racing on a year-round basis. Hollywood 
does fine in the summer, while I hesitate 
to think what would happen to a race track 
which opened in Florida in July, even jg 
by any stretch of the imagination it could 
get any horses. 

But Santa Anita doesn’t figure to pe 
booming while Hialeah is dropping back. 
except for that extra percentage from the 
pools. It was, you will remember. Flor. 
ida which led the fight against a Federal 
tax on pari-mutuel betting, and now it js 
Florida which is choking off its own race 
tracks with a tax which, experience has 
new shown, is higher than the traffic will 
bear. 

This tourist has never visited Los 
Angeles, but it is unbelievable that it im. 
ports any gaudier suckers than Miami, 
Off the records up to recently, | wouldn't 
have said there was any evidence that Cal. 
ifornia legislators were any smarter than 
those in Florida, though ! realize that this 
is a rather damning charge to make. But 
apparently the evidence points that way 
now. California has increased its revenue 
from racing tremendously, not by increas. 
ing the tax, but by leaving its tracks in 
such prosperity that they could steadily 
increase their purses, attract better horses, 
and build up public enthusiasm. Florida 
increased its revenue temporarily by jump- 
ing the tax to about 714 per cent, and now 
is in the position of watching it dwindle. 

As the betting drops, the tracks become 
increasingly less able to help themselves, 
so you get a downward spiral. This ob- 
server has a considerable fondness for 
Hialeah Park, and regrets seeing it get 
caught in any such switch as this. But it 
seems to be caught, nevertheless. 
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The Strike 
At Hialeah 


An irritation which was an annoyance to 
racing during 1946 assumed the propor- 
tions of a carbuncle when Hialeah Park 
opened January 17. The sore spot was the 
payment of awards by track management 
jo grooms and exercise boys employed by 
horse owners. Recognized but neglected 
last year. it began to come to a head a few 
davs before the opening of the 40-day Hia- 
leah meeting when track officials said they 
would not pay the bonuses. ; 

Opposing the stand taken by the track 
were the grooms and exercise riders, num- 
bering an estimated 1.200, who announced 
before the meeting opened that unless 
awards were paid by the track on the cus- 
tomary basis—$10 each to the groom and 
exercise boy of every horse starting in a 
race. and additional $10 payments to the 
handlers of winners—they would neither 
gallop horses nor lead them to the sad- 
dling enclosure. 

Spearheading the backstretch group was 
the Exercise Riders and Grooms Associa- 
tion of America, with a local membership 
variously estimated from 250 to 1,100. 
Spokesmen for the association were Clay- 
ton Trippey, president, and Alfred Kreis- 
ler, an attorney. Regardless of the actual 
size of the local chapter, the association 
was taking the lead and appeared to have 
a strong following among the stable help. 

On opening day of the meeting most of 
the grooms and riders failed to appear for 
work, though it was reported that about 
35 per cent showed up the following day, 
and when THE BLoop-HorseE went to press, 
about half the men and boys were said to 
be working. In many instances trainers 
led horses to the paddock and cooled them 
out after a race. 


Minimum Wage Proposed 


Conferences between track officials, 
horsemen, representatives of the 
grooms’ association failed to reach agree- 
ment. It was reported that the stable 
hands suggested that horse owners pay 
the bonuses, which was rejected by a vote 
of 197 to 7. A similar reception was given 
a proposal by the grooms that minimum 
monthly wages of $300 for exercise riders 
and $275 for grooms be established, with- 
out bonus payments. 

A few instances of threats and disorder 
were reported, and several grooms and ex- 
ercise hoys were ejected from the grounds, 
but on the whole the strike was conducted 
quietly and without violence. 

John C. Clark, Hialeah Park president 
who has been obdurate in refusing to pay 
the awards, termed the strike “a form of 
*xtortion.” Mr. Clark was speaking very

positively: “It is quite evident that grooms 
and exercise boys are not employees of 
racing associations, and by our paying 
them awards we are complicating matters 
for the owners and trainers for whom they 
work. We have agreed to discontinue this 
practice, and further negotiations for re- 
sumption of payment of awards is out of 
the question.” 


Track’s Position Upheld 


He was supported by members of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation and others. James Donn, presi- 
dent of Gulfstream Park, which follows 
Hialeah on the Florida racing schedule 
this year, stated that his track would stand 
behind Hialeah. 

“This is not a matter for Florida alone,” 
he was quoted. “All members of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations will fall in 
line and a united front will be presented. 
We are all in favor of an equitable and 
fair salary to all stablemen and employes. 
Gulfstream Park is merely opposed to the 
payment of all awards and feels that any 
such money should go into the purses of 
the owners, who after all take an annual 
loss on their stables.” 

It was estimated that Tropical Park, 
which recently finished a 40-day meeting. 
had paid $85,000 in awards. 

Judge James E. Dooley, president of the 
TRA, said that tracks throughout the coun- 
try must follow Hialeah in discontinuing 
payments to exercise boys and grooms. 

It had been said that stable hands 
would be brought in from Cuba to replace 


the strikers, but this apparently was not 
done. 

Whether the strike affected the patron- 
age at Hialeah was not clearly known, but 
the opening-day crowd of January 17 was 
about 9,000 below last year’s opening. and 
mutuel play was down by about $200,000. 
However, Tropical Park also had noted a 
decline in attendance and betting. 


Smiths “Go Fishing” 


One of the late developments in the 
situation came January 21, when black- 
smiths at the track “went fishing.” as they 
had done a year before when horsemen 
were disputing with Gulfstream Park offi- 
cials over purses. In that instance the 
weight of the blacksmiths undoubtedly af- 
fected the outcome of the trouble in favor 
of the horsemen. It was unofficially re- 
ported that the smiths would be back at 
work on January 23. 

Other reports had it that the grooms’ 
association was to become affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, but 
officials of the latter organization said an 
application for membership could not be 
accepted until seven days after a strike had 
ended. 


TRACK CONCESSIONAIRE DIES 


Parker Swope, who had operated the 
track kitchen at Hialeah Park since its 
opening in 1925, died of bronchial pneu- 
monia at Miami on January 15. Swope 
also operated kitchens at Laurel Park and 
other tracks. His home was at Westmin- 
ster, Md.

British Turfmen Are Interested 


In An International Fixture 


Lonpon, January 12 

There is so much correspondence and 
discussion in the trade papers over the 
proposal for an international race that the 
stranger might get the impression that the 
great British public is getting worked up 
about it. This is not so. We shall. how- 
ever. welcome the coming visit from James 
Butler. of the Empire City Racing Associ- 
ation. He may be sure of a cordial recep- 
tion both from officials and from private 
individuals. 

As far as I can gather. opinion here is 
not adverse to the suggestion. although to 
be sure no one can really discuss it until 
more particulars are forthcoming. The 
best thing that could happen. in my _ per- 
sonal view. is that Mr. Butler would be 
successful in obtaining agreement on his 
association having a race for 4-year-olds. 
on a date between July 1 and October 31. 
A suitable distance for it might be 15% 
miles or over. Other conditions would ob- 
viously be for discussion. 

I can only speak for gur own people. but 
the general feeling. I think. would be that 
owners would be averse to running their 
horses merely for the sake of high prize 
money or for stunting purposes. On the 
other hand. if a really sporting event 
could be arranged, to compare the merits 
of our own horses with those of America. 
France. and Italy—Australia. I fear. would 
be ruled out because of the differences of 
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would 
many of our owners.

I must add that such a race would have 
a much greater appeal if it were possible 
to guarantee that it would be an annual 
event. Every country has its bad year 
and, although our owners (for whom alone 
I can speak) would not wish churlishly to 
withhold candidates in a bad year, they 
would obviously be happier about enter- 
ing if they thought they might have win- 
ning chances in another year. 


Lukewarm On Twilight Racing 


You may remember that Lord Rosebery. 
in his presidential address to members of 
the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association in 
December. made the suggestion that race 
course executives whose courses were near 
the big cities should experiment in even- 
ing racing. The suggestion. on the whole. 
has had a very bad press. One or two 
executives may try it. but it remains to 
be seen whether they will be supported by 
the big owners and trainers. Admittedly. 
the sort of public which might be expected 
to go out for an evening’s racing might not 
be too fussy about the class of horses com- 
peting. From that point of view such 
meetings might prove successful. Few. if 
any, top-class trainers are likely to be 
interested. 

You must realize that the majority of 


our urban meetings are restricted to two 
days; there is no question of a trainer tak- 
ing a team of horses to one locality and 
racing them over a period of weeks. The 
system is that the horses are worked. if 
possible, on their home training grounds 
on the morning of racing and are then dis- 
patched by train or by road to the race 
course, in the charge of a traveling head 
lad or his assistant. Sometimes they will 
only arrive an hour or so before the time 
of their appointed race. After racing. they 
may be stabled locally for the night. but 
as a rule they go back the same night. and 
sleep in their own boxes. This necessi- 
tates very little dislocation of stable rou- 
tine, least of all for the trainer, who ean 
get back from most places the same even- 
ing and be on the spot to work his horses 
next morning. 


Sunlight, Not Moonlight 


It is a platitude to write that horses are 
like children and that. although they en- 
joy their outings. they expect. none the 
less, to get their food and to be groomed 
(or put to bed) at the end of the day. I 
do not suggest that anything could seri- 
ously go wrong with them by interfering 
with their routine once and again, but 
neither is it likely that such interference 
would be to their advantage. 

Similarly, one cannot be sure that any 
harm would come to them by racing in the 
evening instead of in the afternoon; many 
athletes train at night. But somehow, it 
doesn’t seem natural. I like to think of 
horses racing in the sun. 

A more serious difficulty presents itself 
when the stable hands are considered.

Subsidized Breeding Program 


Provokes Varied Reactions 


TORONTO 

The rapid increase of the breeding in- 
dustry in Canada, caused by the number of 
newly interested breeders, the trend of our 
breeders to produce better stock, the tre- 
mendous success of racing, and the healthy 
condition of the yearling market augur 
well for the future of the Thoroughbred 
industry in Canada. 

There has been considerable publicity 
given to the Ontario government's decision 
to make a rebate to the ICRA for each 
week of racing in Ontario. The amount 
of money to be returned has not been made 
public, but the way in which it is to be 
distributed gives some information about 
the bonus racing men will receive. Own- 
ers of Canadian-bred horses will now re- 
ceive the full amount of the purse in 
Canadian-bred races, whereas they for- 
merly had to pay 5 per cent to the breeder. 
In 1946 breeders received approximately 
$20.000 on this basis. This will effect a 
considerable saving for those owning home- 
breds, and will be paid out of the rebate. 
The balance of this bonus will be used to 
put farmers in the Thoroughbred breeding 
business, as the ICRA is going to lease 
broodmares in foal under the arrangement 
that they care for the mare and the foal 
up to yearling age, at which time it will 
be sold at auction, the entire proceeds of 
such sale going to the farmer, a very nice 
gift for our farming friends. 


Boon or Boomerang 


Primarily this was heralded as a help to 
the Ontario breeding industry, but great 
controversy has arisen among the estab- 
lished breeders because there is no appar- 
ent benefit for them. They would like to 
know what constitutes a qualified farmer 
and how extensively the plan is going to 
be operated. Is it going to be productive 
of cheap horses which will lower the stand- 
ard of racing and spoil the best yearling 
market we have ever had? Could the 
tracks not achieve the same goal of more 
production through regular channels by 
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ofiering bigger purses and better races for 
Canadian-breds? Where do the estab- 
lished market breeders and those who 
breed horses for their own racing fit into 
the scheme of things? 


These people have always received the 
5 per cent bonus. Is it sound planning to 
have inexperienced people raise our fu- 
ture race horses? The majority of these 
questions cannot be answered until the 
ICRA clarifies the plan. As it now stands, 
our breeders who have produced the stock 
which has made Ontario racing possible 
are left with doubts and speculations as to 
what their future and that of Ontario rac- 
ing might be. 


Veteran Breeder and Trainer 


The end of the 1946 Canadian racing 
season showed Harry Giddings as the lead- 
ing trainer. With a small but select stable 
which included the consistent 2-year-olds 
Kanlee and Watch Wrack, the veteran 
trainer set up an enviable percentage of 
winners. Harry has bred and raced horses 
on Ontario tracks for the past 25 years or 
more, and at one time or another he has 
taken down top honors’ in most of our 
worth-while stakes. He is a horseman in 
the true sense of the word and his many 
friends were very pleased to see his re- 
markable training success in 1946. 

Windfields was the leading Canadian- 
bred money winning horse for 1946 with 
earnings of $37,800, most of which was 
won in the United States. He raced once 
in Canada, and on this occasion the Taylor-

owned colt was shipped by air to the On- 
tario Jockey Club to run in the Breeders 
Stakes, which he won in very easy fashion, 
beating Kingarvie, who had the misfortune 
to stumble and go to his knees coming out 
of the gate. 

Windfields is by Bunty Lawless—Nandi. 
by Stimulus, and is probably the best 
Canadian-bred horse ever to be sent to the 
United States to race. He ran against the 
top 3-year-old horses of America, and al- 
though not successful in winning a major 
stakes victory he did succeed on several 
occasions in finishing in front of some of 
the best 3-year-olds. In 22 starts he was 
six times first, three times second, and 
three times third. 

If a Horse-of-the-Year poll were held in 
Canada, and 2-year-olds were included, 
the unanimous choice would undoubtedly 
be Casa Camara. The dark-coated filly by 
Siete Colores—Mintwina, by *Traumer or 
Mint Briar, is the best of her sex ever to 
be bred in this country. She will, no 
doubt, be raced in the United States next

Six out of Nine 


Casa Camara won six of her nine starts, 
suffering one defeat in Canada and two in 
the United States at Arlington Park, where 
she was meeting the best of her age and 
sex. She was one of the two horses in 
America this year to score a walk-over 
(Stymie in the Saratoga Cup was the 
other), this feat being accomplished in the 
Diamond Ring Stakes. She practically 
monopolized the 2-year-old classic events, 
winning the Clarendon Plate, Princess 
Elizabeth Stakes, Coronation Stakes, and 
Cup and Saucer. 


There is a prospect of Canadian fans 
seeing more racing in 1947. The 1946 
season had a total of 116 days of racing. 
due to the new legislation which allowed 
associations to conduct meets on other than 
their home grounds.

Stirrings in Quebec 


Racing in the Province of Quebee dur- 
ing 1946 was revived through the efforts 
of T. P. Gorman.

Tommy Gorman de- 
serves a lot of credit for the obstacles sur- 
mounted in bringing racing in 1946 to 
Quebec, as there were no horses on the 
grounds two weeks before Connaught Park 
opened.

Sirs, the Racing Secretary 


Horse and Hound’s Observer 
“from a leading American racing paper,” 
the following paragraphs: 

“Today. we need the continuous im- 
portation of fresh blood from England, 
France. Australia and the Argentine— 
and they need our blood. 

“Should every country suddenly shut 
wut importations in protest against the 
Jersey Act. or for any other reason, the 
racehorse of our country would deteriorate 
« rapidly that the work of three cen- 
would go to rack and ruin. In- 
breeding would cause all the now success-

ful lines of every country to go to seed— 
just as it always has and always will. if 
arbitrarily practiced.” 

Observer very sensibly refrains “from 
comment on the writer’s views on inbreed- 
ing dangers, as this would require sev- 
eral columns.” [ refrain for the same 
reason, and for the further reason that 
almost anyone can see, without comment, 
the lack of substance in the generalization 
made. 

There is. however, a dangerous clause 
in the quotation——*Should every country 
suddenly shut out importations in pro- 
test against the Jersey Act...” 

This is a distorted allusion to the ree- 
ommendation made to The Jockey Club 
by several organizations of breeders and 
horsemen that the American Stud Book 
reluse to recognize importations from 
countries whose stud books do not recog- 
nize the American book. This recommen- 
lation was heard sympathetically by The 
lockey Club, but was laid aside in’ the 
rrasonable hope that recognition would 
ome from other countries (not including 
England) without the use of a cudgel. 

I suspect that several of the key racing 
and breeding countries will extend recog- 
tition to the whole of the American stud 
book this year, not because of a threat 
tut because their own interest’ clearly 
dictates such a course. If they do not ex- 
tend such recognition this year. L believe 
that American breeders will feel obliged 
0 demand, with whatever strength they 
‘an muster, the application of the recip-

rocal exclusion measure which they have 
already approved. 

But. getting back to that clause. [ only 
want te point out the obvious fallacy in it. 
It is quite impossible for every country to 
shut out importations “in protest against 
the Jersey Act.” For if every country de- 
nies the English standard (only the Gen- 
eral Stud Book is pure). by the same 
token it reeognizes that other stud books 
are acceptable. This will not shut out 
importations, but will only mean that im- 
portations will be drawn 
sources, 


from many 

It is not likely that this moral needs to 
be pointed out to the stud book authori- 
ties of any important country. They un- 
derstand it. They see the limitations 
which they accepted when they accepted 
the “Jersey Act.” They know very well 
that they do not need to accept these limi- 
tations to their own disadvantage. They 
know that they have nothing to lose by 
recognizing the American stud book. 

In France. for instance. they have come 
to such a tangle that the only way out 
appears to be through recognition of the 
American book. When France moves, 
other countries will hold fast at their own 
peril, because France, for the time being 
at least, has succeeded England as the 
most successful breeding area in Europe, 
and, when she chooses. probably can of- 
fer for export three times as many top- 
class horses as England can afford to give 
up. 


The Essence of Bloodlines 


And this business about the need for 
the continuous importation of “fresh 
blood”—sometimes I wonder whether our 


figures of bloodlines, 
bloodstrains, etce.. do not actually confuse 
our thinking. We speak of Fair Play 
blood as if it were an entity in itself. We 
talk of horses of the *Teddy line as if 
they 


speech. such as 


were a group. a row of similarly 
packaged and labeled items set on a shelf. 
We send to England for a Hyperion horse, 
or a mare with “Tetrarch blood.” 

People cannot talk this way all their 
lives without thinking this way. The 
word, the figure of speech, eventually 
comes to hide the essential thing. 

Actually, as we all know very well when 
we stop to think about, it is class which 
is important. and not bloodlines. But I 
don’t think | can remember any horseman 
who was sent to England with instructions 
to buy a horse which was in the first six in 
the Free Handicap at two and three years 
old. L know many who have sought to 
buy a son of so and so. or a horse of such 
and such a line. This in spite of the fact 
that horsemen really know quite well that 
it is the class which counts. 

Essentialiy. the matter which distin- 
guishes one country’s breeding stock from 
that of another is not in its bloodlines, but 
in its racing conditions—that is to say, in 
the standards by which its racing class is 
appraised. The racing secretary—or the 
clerk of the course, if you will—is the man 
who shapes the pedigrees. 

lf the thinks. as in 
France he does. that 2-year-old racing is 
not particularly important and that the 
best should be written for horses 
which can go a mile and a half or two

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bell’s cigar. On the basis of Hanover in- 
breeding France turns out a Tourbillon, 
and piles on more Hanover to get a Derby- 
winning Cillas, just for instance. 

In England the advocates of purity have 
held for years that the tainted (but special- 
ly purified) American blood in their pedi- 
has brought about a decline in 
stamina. Tourbillon and some other horses 
in France are making that argument a bit 
difficult to maintain 

The advantage of exchanging 
breeding stock between countries does not 
lie in the exchange of bloodlines per se, 
but in the exchange of horses tested for 
different qualities. In America it has 
been considered impractical to test horses, 
on a large seale, for staying ability. In 
France it has been considered impractical 
to test them, on a large scale, for pre- 
cocity and six-furlong speed. 

Hence, in the cocktail of French pedi- 
grees, a dash of American speed adds 
something which France herself cannot 
afford to produce. And vice versa.

England, which for more than two cen- 
turies has had the best balanced racing 
programs in the world for developing all 
the virtues of the Thoroughbred as a race 
horse, has by far the most distinguished 
record in the production of breeding stock 
for other countries. But England is now 
looking beyond her own farms, as never 
before, for breeding stock tested under the 
conditions of other countries. She is buy- 
ing, if L read the signs correctly, not 
bloodlines, but class. 

In America we need more distance rac- 
ing, but there is little reason for us to 
seek to produce as many stayers as France 
or England does. Conversely, it would be 
ruinous to those countries if they sought 
to produce as many sprinters as we do. 

It is as if one man were running a hard- 
ware store and another a grocery. If the 
grocer needs nails he goes to the hardware 
store. If the hardware man needs _ pota- 
toes he goes to the grocery. 


Eight stakes races were run during the 
first 16 days of 1947 and these were won 
by seven horses. Only winner of two 
stakes was Westminister, winner of both 
ends of the Double Event.

Champagne 


Reducing is simple for a rider of today. 
He jumps into a steam cabinet in the 
jockeys’ room, “Frenchie” Hawley brings 
him an ice bag for his head. turns on the 
juice, and presto, off come three pounds. 
Hawley then rubs him down with salt. 
while he regains his strength and equi- 
librium, and he’s ready to ride at the re- 
quired weight. 

Some years back. things were different. 
For twenty years Jimmy Butwell. patrol 
judge at Tropical Park, was one of the 
country’s leading riders. And every morn- 
ing during those twenty years. Butwell hit 
the road to keep his weight down. 

As a kid. just breaking in, Butwell 
weighed 113  pounds—close to the limit 
for an older rider. Before he rode his 
first horse, back around 1904, he had to 
reduce. That Butwell lasted as a_ top 
rider all those years is proof that the old 
way was not such a bad way after all. 

“We'd put on fifteen to twenty pounds 
of clothes and go on the road for five 
miles.” Butwell relates. “Later. when rub- 
ber suits came in. we'd put on a set of 
light underclothes. the rubber suit. and a 
set of heavy underclothes.” 

“We used to make going on the road a 
pleasure. Five or six of us would. start 
out around nine o'clock and say. “We'll be 
back at 10:30. have the champagne 
ready.” 

According to Butwell. champagne. un- 
like water. can be drunk after such ex- 
peditions without causing a person to 
“blow up’”—put the lost pounds right back 
on again. “Champagne evaporates.” he 
explains. 

Steam cabinets and physics are weaken- 
ing. in Butwell’s estimation. “If | didn’t 
go on the road every day.” he said. “I'd 
get more tired than the horse. These rid- 
ers today don’t do that. that’s why so many 
of them die of consumption. 

“Look at me.” Butwell went on with a 
touch of pride. “I'm over sixty. Reducing 
never hurt me. I used to put on weight 
every night and take it off every morning. 
four or five pounds. | never slighted my 
stomach the whole twenty years I was rid- 
ing, and it’s in first-class shape today.” 

Hawley disagrees with Butwell. He 
says steam cabinets, properly handled are 
not harmful or weakening. But on But- 
well’s side are practically all the heavy 
riders who have kept on top over a period 
of years. Eddie Arearo. Johnny Gilbert. 
Jack Westrope, all hit the read and diet.

From Hialeah President John C. Clark 
on down. some 1,600 to 1.800 persons con- 
nected with racing are being fingerprinted 
ys recommended by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau of the TRA. The 
work has been going on under the super- 
vision of John L. Madala, director of safety 
at Hialeah. He is enthusiastic over the 
favorable reaction to the fingerprinting 
plan as displayed by horsemen and track 
employees alike. 

Madala. a former member of the staff 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
at one time in charge of the Miami office 
of the G-Men. has been on the job at Hia- 
leah since December 1. completing ar- 
rangements for policing the track and pro- 
viding it with adequate fire protection. He 
no longer is with the TRPB, having re- 
signed from that post under Spencer Dray- 
ton to become director of safety at Pimlico, 
Hialeah. and Garden State Park. 

On the eve of Hialeah’s opening, Madala 
reported that more than 1,000 persons had 
been fingerprinted and that the total 
would reach 1.600 to 1.800 within a short 
time. A record of each print will be sent 
to TRA headquarters and to the Washing-

ton files of the FBI in an effort to elim- 
inate from racing any undesirables with 
criminal records. 

Madala explained that persons finger- 
printed at Hialeah would be free from the 
necessity of going through the same proc- 
ess anywhere else. Each person receives 
a card which states that his prints are on 
file with the TRPB and therefore needs no 
similar tests made at other tracks where 
he may be employed. 


In addition to the fingerprinting, Madala 
and his three assistants have been “screen- 
ing” all those employed either as police or 
in the mutuel department. This screening 
process requires that applicants furnish 
pertinent facts concerning his home and 
background, his previous experience in all 
lines of endeavor, and other information 
designed to give his employer a complete 
picture of his background. 


Trainers Cooperating 


Medala, who made his start in this new 
work at Pimlico, was pleased with the re- 
sults there, stating that of 1,100 persons 
checked, two fugitives from justice were 
uncovered. He declares that despite some 
early objections to fingerprinting, owners 
and trainers have been changing opinion 
rapidly, and a large number of trainers not 
only have appeared themselves but have 
brought their entire stable force with them. 

Madala says the discovery that a man 
has a record does not necessarily mean his 
dismissal. If the offense occurred many 
years ago and the man has led an exem- 
plary life since, nothing is done to jeopard- 
ize his standing or affect his position. 
“But.” says the safety director, “if we dis- 
cover in the barn area an employee with 
an arson conviction. we feel we ought to 
get him out of there.”

Thor- 
oughbred organizations have told the 
UNIRE that they are grateful for the meet- 
ing at Florence, and appreciate the consid- 
eration they have received, but that they 
believe it is necessary to remain on the 
present basis for a while longer. 

The UNIRE didn’t lose any time. As 
soon as it perceived that Proposal No. 2 
was not workable. it began to function 
under Proposal No. 1, and fighting hard.

Principal recommendation of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board in its biennial 
report issued January 8 was for a legisla- 
tive amendment to the State horse racing 
law to provide that owners. trainers. and 
grooms be held responsible for the condi- 
tion of horses entered in races.

The board expressed the 
opinion that breakage belonged to the pub- 
lic, but that it was not feasible to pay it. 
so the money should go to the board.
